at least two of the foreigh establish­ 
ments in Washington receiv ed official 
feformatiou that an exchange of notes 
between the great powers was now in 
ptrogress with % v iew to aiTiv ing at a 
basis on which they could make a joint 
proposal for mediation. 
It is erident 
that the exchange has not yet been pro­ 
ductiv e of a common understanding as 
the ambassadors and ministers at W ash­ 
ington hare not yet receiv ed instruo- 
tibns to initiate the mov ement. 
Their 
only information thus far is that the 
sotes are passing by telegraph between 
the capitals of Europe. 
It had been un­ 
derstood that hYance and Anstria were 
most activ e in bringing about this mov e­ 
ment, and that Great Britain bad held 
aloft from it, but it dev eloped that the 
British gov ernment was also taking 
port in the exchange, and that in case 
of concerted action by the powers Great 
Britain would prolmbly act with the 
others. 
As to the mediation of Europe or the 
pope members of the cabinet declare 
that these material and moral powers 
must exercise their suasion on Spain 
k>r tilia gov ernment w ill insist on inde- 
poodence of Cuba as an ultimate sine 
<ina non unless the insurgents them- 
saiv es should consent to less, and this 
they flatly refuse to do. 
Speakiug on 
Ihi« point, one of the cabinet officers 
« v id: 
“ You can say for me that all the pow- 
« B of Europe and the heads of all the 
•imrches may propose mediation to 
Spain if they di^sire, but the United , 
States will positiv ely not listen to medi- 
riion of any kind that does not lead to 
the acceptance of our condition, which 
te indeiwiideiice for Cuba.” 
What common ground the powers are 
ieoking to reach can only be conjec- 
kwed. The Spanish gov ernment seems 
to bo hopeful of results from this mov e-

inspired additional 
ground for the belief that it wdll not be 
l^smled with fav or by the United 
States. 
The diplomats, howev er, think 
that if a common understanding was 
roatdied by the great powers of Europe

The general v iew of the dip­ 
lomats is that the mov ement is not so 
^Qch one toward reconciling the United 
« ates and Spain as it is to preserv e the

It has been decided to detain for a 
time at the Chickamuga battle field the 
twenty-fifth regiment of infantry which 
i.s alx)ut to leav e the v arious forts in 
Montana for serv ice at Key West and 
Dry Tortugas. The reason for this action 
is said to be the fact that the water 
supply at either of the abov e named 
places is not satisfactory at present.

IT S E F F E C T O N B U S IN E S S . 


\Var Talk R r ia ltl In ct G eneral Contrac­ 
tion of Coi*»W«r«!»l Operation*. 
Tho war talk is having a serious ef­ 
fect upou general business conditions. It 
is causing an indisposition to enter into 
new contracts aud branch out into fresh 
enterprises, and a tendency to curtail 
enterprises already entered into. 
Busi­ 
ness men are disposed, pending definite 
knowledge as to future political condi­ 
tions, to have their resources close at 
hand. 
An example of the situation was af­ 
forded by the following trade report of 
the textile markets published recently. 
"A steady contraction of operations 
has been in progress, due to the strained 
political relations with Spain. So far as 
practicable orders are being confined to 
provision for immediate requirements. 
The uncertainty is, however, prevent­ 
ing any pressure of material that might 
otherwise occur on account of the lim it­ 
ed inquiry. Staple cottons are quiet aud 
there is still an absence of demand for 
print cloths. The spot inquiry for print 
ed fabrics is dull, but mail orders are 
good, due to the recent reduction in 
shirtings. 
In dress goods the feature is 
a big cut in spring wool fancies.” —
